scene of the new road, but 
slight 


idea of the hugeness of the job can 
b» realized. The road is being cut 
through a hill of solid rock and, the 
cut is about thirty feet deep.

straight grained, 
but

cross and in every direction. 


At the present rate of progress in 


excavating, the committee expressed 
the opinion that the road would not 
be open until after the Fourth 
of 


July or later in the summer. 


The members of the 
committee 


were free in expressing the opinion 
that with more drills at work and 
more "shots" each week that 
the 


work of excavating would proceed 
much more rapidly. It is expected 
that the committee will report back
